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The following report cousists of copies of the translations of three letters, 
two of which were written in Hew York and the third at a place unspecified, 
probably in China. ‘the writers have not been identified, but internal 
evidence indicates that the Virst letter was written by a Chinese Communist 
who was in America attempting to raise funds, and the second by one of his 
contacts in the United States.

it has been nalf a month since my hasty departure. 1 arrived safely in America 
about ten dsys ago, and stayed for several days both at San francisco and 
fonolulu. I came to iew York on 26 (bebruary). ‘The material progress of the 
Buropean and American imperialists is indeed saperior to that of our country. 

4 have seen tie different friends here. Yesterday (sic) I left »orth America 
for the south by air to La Faz, rarmma. segarding the collection of 
subscriptions for the Luaustrial and Commercial school+*, 1 have also discussed 
with tse good frienus here, iJuey are of the opinion that the best way is to 
ask ur. KAO (A ) through vid LSU's Aa ) comecticn, to make the appeal 
directly ia the name of a certain organization. Three to five hundred dollars 
is not a difficult matter. On receipt of this letter, please speedily ask 

mr, HSU to cousult ir. CK'IAO. ( ). Ags soon as a reply is received {rom you, 
efforts will be made to remit tié money by telegraphic transfer to meet the 
requirements. This has begn written i a hurry and 1 shall write you the 
details on my return to the port SU (Bm ) (sic). Please let me know how wr. 
TPANG (# ) and others are getting on. it is difficult to mail publications 
and newspapers here. ! lease send me some recently published newspapers, 
publications, or documents fer reference if possible, 


I-am very grateful for the xindness of both of you in sesing me off hen I 
left Hong .ong. Filease rive my compliments to kr. U0 GP }. I shall write 
again on arrival in South America.

ir, LING+** arrived here at the end of the month and I have had a hearty talk 
with him, I am glad to learn that all of you are well in Hong Song. With 
reference to the stay of kir. 52ZE-TO+*5*, younger brother and younger sister, 
I have written to you separately, answers to the other questions are briefly 
as follows: 


Sale in America of the goods of your mistress. the matter was never formally 
referred to me and therefore 1 do aot know who is taking charge of the matter. 
Please write to give me instructions early, so that i: may be able to take the 
matter up. 


Regarding this matter, we hope to get some American friends who will render 
voluntary assistance, but it may not be an easy problem. Will you please 
give me instructions on these points! Are these American friends to be 
contacted by you or by us? Loes the business transaction bear dual relation? 
Without knowing clearly the circumstances regarding the goods owned by your 
mistress, I must make investigations before I can make any suggestions. 

ir. LING told me that he had seen ur, T1K**** before his departure and had 
been asked by Mr. TIK to collect subscriptions here for the maintenance of 
the Wa Kiu Technical School. Do you knew about this? Do you agree to it? 

it is hoped you will inform us of every case of money required by the friends 
in Hong Kong. An Anerican friend here has a mature bond for the sum of 

US 94,000 which may be loaned to you, subject to the condition that a surety 
is provided, Jf you can obtain the consent of the family and put up the 
surety, we can start negotiations immadiately. As ineatructed, I have asked 
My, Bell to order some magazines on technical subjects with the money 
brought by nephew Pei 4 ). Wr. Bell has written two letters, but has not 
yet received a reply. There may be certain restrictions on these magazines. 
I shall inform you as soon as a reply is received. 4s requested by your 
mistress regarding the filling in of the forms, 1 have asked a friend in the 
United hations to inquire and I will forward to you later.

Tomorrow is sew Year's Sve and 1 have been living idly for nearly half 
a year. Since your last letter dated 27 November, received through 
CHUNG Yueh (eB ), I have not heard from you for two months. You are 
very busy, i presume. 


During this period I have been staying at home and teaching some ten 
students. 1 make my very best efforts to teach, and as the numbsor of 
students is gmail I need not waste much energy. it is not ascessary to 
shout loudly. i am not in as good health as I was at the time of my 
arrival, Ky life is the samo as I experienced before. Without previous 
experience I might not be able to stand it. These setbacks have cleared 
my mind and pointed out where my defects lie. Although I am suffering 
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and grave misunderstanding still exists, 1 can face reality calmly. “I 
aia not annoyed when people do not understand me." I must understand the 
friend and secure my own focting. liy previous attempt at suicide was 
foolish. Now 1 know how to rectify my mistakes and how to handle the 
problems of reality. 1 beg you will help me elarify the problems, and 
you must make every effort to do it. 


I am @ sincere person. I remain quiet when meeting friends. Consequently 
i have frequently met with failures in conversations which may result in 
certain misunderstandings. But simplicity, sincerity and humility do not 
imply ignorance. Reality and truth reveal that people with such 
dispesitions and a clear mind will stick to a principle, fighting to tha 
end for what they love and against what they hate. 


i have earnestly written you this letter with a request that you give a 
reply to,my problem. it may be delivered to me through either YUEH ( ) 
or MA (87 ). You are the only person who is keeping up a correspondence
